emplary in all respects, and cause him 
to assist to the fullest extent special 
officers employed and placed on duty 
by the Gettysburg National Park Com- 
mission, for the enforcement and ob- 
servance of the regulations governing 
the use of the roads and grounds with- 
in the Park limits, and the care and 
avoidance of injury to or defacement 
of markers, monuments, tablets or me- 
morials. 


The conduct of the officers and men 


of the division in past years during 
annual encampments at Gettysburg 
has been highly satisfactory, and duly 
commended, and the Commander-in- 
Chief 
confidently expects that the 


same respect for authority, observance 
of discipline and gentlemanly behavi- 
or will prevail throughout the coming 
encampment. 


Commissioned 
officers are at all 


times responsible for the conduct of 
the enlisted men, and the proper pun- 
ishment of any who misbehave, and 
this does not only apply to the men of 
their own immediate command, but to 
any within their view or hearing. 
This responsibility must be under- 
stood, and authority exercised, and 
unseemly or improper conduct on the 
part of either officers or men will be 
reported promptly and will receive the 
severest iitiniphment. 


"In order that all may be fully ad- 


vistd as to the punishment that will 
follow mis.'-onduct or vandalism of any 


farm will be the First Brigade Head- 
quarters and on this farm and the Dr.

assume an atmosphere of work, as two 
years ago, rather than a picnic time as | 
in those of years past.

Under the command of Major Gen- 


eral Wendell P. Bowman this army of 
citizen soldiers will be put through a 
thorough course of training. Begin 
ning with the tactical exercises of the 
companies, the course of instruction 
will take up the exercises of regiments 
then of brigades, and finally of the 
complete division. 


Every possible combination of cir- 


cumstances that might worry a com- 
mander in time of war will be figur- 
ed out by the regular officers in charge 
of the iustruction of the guardsmen. 
Then 
these combinations will 
be 


sprung on the various commanders 
and 
the results watched. Colonels 


who make mistakes will be notified, 
and generals who blunder will hear 
of their mistakes in short order. 
That's what the regular officers will 
be here for. 


Not only will the soldiers be taught 


how to fight, but they will be shown 
how to cook, how to eat and, most im- 
portant of all, how to keep themselves 
in the pink of condition. Officers of 
the hospital corps, or, as it is now 
known, of the sanitary corps, will be 
given instruction in the proper sani- 
tation of their camp. The lowly house 
fly will be chased to cover, and the 
mosquito, if he ai-uears, will find a 
price set upon hi' nead. 


After the officers and men .have 


gained a fair working knowledge of 
the rudiments of practical field work 
the scope of the study will be extend- 
ed, and the army will go into imagi- 
nary battles by companies, by regi- 
ments, by brigades and, toward the 
last of the week, by divisions. When 
the hard marching and exercises of 
the day are over the officers will not 
dress up in their finest but will sit in 
a circle about the regular army offi 
eers who have acted as umpires dur- 
ing the day, and will hear how little 
they know about it all. The umpires 
do not pretend to know the whole sub- 
ject themselves, but they know most 
of it, and will work earnestly to im- 
part-their knowledge to the generals, 
colonels and other officers sitting in 
thSseircle,

Mr. Winter agreed that he would

Broadway street width of cinder and 
crush-id 'limestone. 
Mr. Winter fur- 


ther agreed to make a deed to the Di- 
rectors of the Poor of the two and 
three-quarter acres on north side o? 
street without the payment of one 
penny to Mr. Winter. This would 
square up the land in that part o£ the 
town, the County Home having all the 
land on the north side of street. 


The consideration on the part of 


the Directors of the Poor for this land 
Mr. Winter proposed should be that 
the Directors would spend the value 
of the two and three-fourth acres and 
that much more in improvements to 
their own land in 
parking 
their 


grounds according to plans of a land- 
scape architect, planting trees and 
making walks and otherwise Ireauti- 
fying their property. 
The only condition Mr. Winter asks 


is that whenever the Directors of Poor 
sell any building lots on such proposed 
street that they shall require dwelling 
to be erected at a certain distance 
from building line and that purchaser 
be required to erect dwellings costing 
a certain sum, which conditions Mr. 
Winters agrees shall apply to all his 
land on the street. This is for the 
purpose of maintaining Broadway as 
a uniform thoroughfare and can not 
be objectionable in any way, and an 
added value accrues to all lots by rea- 
son ot" such conditions. 


The money askp.d to be spent by the 


Directors of Poor in beautifying their 
own property and thus adding to its 
value would be such reasonable sum 
as the parties would agree upon as 
value of the two and there-fourth 
acres Mr. Winter will give the Direc- 
tors. 
The advantages to the Directors of 


Poor in the acceptance of such a pro- 
position are obvious. They will get a 
valuable tract of land for the price of 
fixing tin their own property and mate- 
insr it more valuable and whenever 
thev should choose to put the 1000 
feet 
frontage on the market they 


would get back many times all outlay. 


The proposition is an eminently fair 


one. 
The County Alms-house should 


not stand in the way of such an ex 
tension and improvement to the town 
when their interests would be safe- 
guarded. And if there is one thing 
needed at the Alms-house it i- out- 
door 
improvement. 
The 
buildings 


should be -parked. There should be 
tree* on all sules *o that the buildings

Constitution Violated. 


Little or no attention is paid to the 


constitutional mandate against grant- 
ing public moneys to sectarian institu- 
tions. It is the established policy of 
this State to be liberal in its appropri- 
ations to deserving charitable institu- 
tions, and that policy must be continu- 
ed. But the loose and irresponsible 
methods, controlled often by political 
favor and oftimes in violation of the 
Constitution, must be abolished. Legis- 
lative committees attempt by personal 
visits to inspect every institution re- 
ceiving State aid, but they have neith- 
er the time nor the opportunity to as- 
certain their actual needs. Of neces- 
sity they are misled by the activity of 
those interested in the institutions, and 
by the solicitations of the local mem- 
bers of the Legislature. A few years 
ago the State Board of Charities be- 
gan a system of gathering detailed In- 
formation for the use of the Governor 
and the Legislature, but little atten- 
tion is paid to it, valuable as it is. The 
application of business methods in 
place of political methods would pro- 
duce nearly double the return for the 
money thus appropriated. 


But more reprehensible than all this 


is the practice 01 refusing appropria 
tions for the erection of any new State 
institution unless a legislative commis- 
sion is provided to supervise its erec- 
tion. This is the source of inefficiency, 
graft and delay. 
Illustrations of it 


are numerous. The superintendent of 
Public Buildings and Grounds through 
his department should supervise this 
important work, 'ihese abuses in the 
method of appropriations are charge- 
able entirely to the power of the Re- 
publican Machine. They have shown 
no disposition to remedy them, but up- 
on the contrary pride themselves in 
their operations.

Labor. 


Benjamin Franklin declared that the 


proper care of intelligent labor is the 
noblest quality in Statehood. 
These 


words are as true to-day as they were 
in Franklin's day, but it is neverthe- 
less true that every recognition and 
advancement that labor has made in 
this 
State has been 
accomplished 


against the opposition of the ruling po- 
litical power. Instead of properly car- 
ing for the interests of labor, it has 
conceded only suh benefits and privi- 
leges as it was compelled 'to concede^ 
because corporate power has controlled 
its leaders. Instances can ba multipli- 
ed to prove this statement. 
This is 


particularly true of the present Em- 
ployers' Liability act, which the Re 
publican leaders in the Senate had de 
stroyed by amendments and which was 
only secured even in its present imper- 
fect shape by the active interest of the 
Democratic members of that body. The 
claim of the Republican party to credit 
for this measure is entirely unwarrant- 
ed, as the Legislative Record of 1907 
proves, but it again illustrates the hj- 
pocripy of the Republican Machine. 
The Democratic party, both at Wash 
ington and at Harrisburg, has shown 
itself the sincere friend of labor. Labor 
interests have not been properly cared 
for and we propose that in the future 
they shall be better safeguarded. 


Reform. 


There is a pressing need for reform 


in taxation, primary and election laws 
and the civil service. 
Three-fourths 


of all taxes collected in this State are 
still collected from real estate, and the 
farmer does not have an even chance 
with the mercahnt, the banker or the 
manufacturer. The manufacturer has 
practically been exempt from all forms 
of taxation for generations upon the 
theory that manufactures should be en- 
couraged. 
"While not minimizing the 


imnortance of manufacturers in the de- 
velopment and prosperity of the State, 
it yet remains true that the farming: 
interests form the basis for the real 
prosperity of the nation, but instead 
of receiving the encouragement which 
their inrerests demand, they have car 
ried the burden for generations. The

Amendment to Article Nine, Section 


Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight, arti- 


cle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
rentum upon the assessed value of the 
taxaule property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two per 
centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation," so as to 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuation of 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that, 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadelphia 
for the construction and development 
of subways for transit purposes, or for 
the construction of wharves and docks, 
or the reclamation of land to be used 
in the construction of a system of 
wharves and docks, as public improve- 
ments, owned or to be owned by said 
city and county of Philadelphia, and 
which shall yield to the city and coun- 
ty of Philadelphia current net revenue 
in excess of the interest on said debt 
•r debts and of the annual install- 
ments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be exclud- 
ed in ascertaining the power of the 
city and county of Philadelphia to be- 
come otherwise indebted: provided, 
That a sinking fund for their cancella- 
tion shall be established and maintain- 
ed.
